Adhesive Eggs cf Fishes. 
Among t he f ishes which produce ad­ 
hesive eggs are t he lit t le black head 
minnow (Pimephales promeias) and t he 
goldf ish. The male blackhead deposit s 
t he f ecundat ed eggs singly upon t he 
under side of leaves of wat er plant s 
and wat ches t hem unceasingly unt il 
hat ched. The eggs of t he goldf ish are 
deposit ed singly upon t he weeds and 
mosses in a similar manner by t he 
male f ish. The eggs of t he yellow perch 
are held t oget her in narrow st rips or 
ribbons of a glut inous charact er. Ad­ 
hesive eggs of ot her species, as t he 
black bass, sun f ish, cat t ishes, et c., are 
deposit ed In masses in shallow nest s or 
depressions on t he bot t om, and st ill 
ot her species deposit t heir spawn in 
variously shaped adhesive masses upon 
wat er plant s, root s and submerged ob­ 
j ect s.

The United States Department o f 


Agriculture recently issued a bulletin 


o n the care o f milk that po ints o ut 


so me o f the dangers that lie in neg­ 


lectful handling o f that co mmo dity . 


There is a great deal in the bulletin 
o f interest to milk users. 
The fo l­ 
lo wing 
paragraphs 
are 
especially 
suggest iv e : 
No lhatter ho w carefully milk is 
handled between the farm and the 
ho me, o r in ho w pure a state it is de­ 
liv ered at the do mestic 
ice bo x , it 
quickly can beco me an undesirable 
fo o d if carelessly handled in 
the 
ho me. 
Milk that is left fo r o nly a 
sho rt time in summer heat may be­ 
co me unfit fo r use. 
Milk must be kept co o l to prev ent, 
the bacteria already in it, and which 
may get in .( by accident, fro m m u lti­ 
ply ing to a po int where the milk is 
undesirable. 
Milk sho uld he taken into the ho use 
and put in the refrigerato r as so o n 
alter deliv ery as po ssible. 
If it is 
impo ssible to 
hav e the 
bo ttles o f 
milk put immediately in the refriger­ 
ato r, pro v ide o n the po rch a bo x co n­ 
taining a lump o f ice. 
In planning a ho use, arrange to 
hav e the refrigerato r set in tin* wall 
with an o pening o n the o utside. 
It 
is alw ay s po ssible to pro v ide lo cks 
fo r these bo x es, o r refrigerato r do o rs 


and supply the milkman with o ne key .

Adhesive Eggs of Fishes. 


Among the fishes which produce ad- 


hesive eggs nro the little black head 
minnow (Pimephales promelas) and the 
goldfish. The male blackhead deposits 
the fecundated eggs singly upon the 
under side of leaves of water plants 
and watches them unceasingly until 
hatched. The eggs of the goldlish are 
deposited singly upon the weeds and 
mosses in a similar manner by the 
male fish. The eggs of the yellow perch 
are held together in narrow strips or 
rihbons of a glutinous character. Ad- 
hesive eggs of other species, as the 
black bass, sunfish, catiishes, etc., are 
deposited in masses in shallow nests or 
depressions on the bottom, and still 
other species deposit their spawn in 
variously shaped adhesive masses upon 
water plants, roots and submerged ob- 
jects.

No matter how carefully mill; is 


handled between the farm and the 
home, or in how pure a state it i* de- 
livered nl the domestic

quickly can become an undesirable 
food if carcle^.-ly handled in 
ihe 


home. 
.Milk that is left for only a 


short time in summer heat may be- 
come unlit for use. 


Milk must be kept cool to prevent 


(lie bacteria already in it. and v.hich 
may get in ,( by accident, from multi- 
plying in ;'. poim where the milk is 
undesirable. 


Mill; should be taken into the house 


and put in I lie refrigerator as soon 
aflev delivery as possible. 
If it is 


i n i j Mis-ible lo 
have ihe 
botlh's 


ator. provide on the porch a box con- 
t aming a lump of ice. 


In planning a hon.sc, arrange to 


have Ihe refrigerator set in the 
1 wall 


with an opening on the outside.

(here is but one cure for it, and that 
is regeneration and the new birth. 


"lint the deceiver, like other people, 


wants to go to Heaven—and right 
here let me say I believe everybody 
wants lo go to Heaven whether they 
ever get there or not. The getting 
there, of coures. is another question, 
but the deceiver now wants 
other 


ilings for the present more 
wants Heaven. 
He is overwhelmed 


with Hie hist of greed and social al- 
lurements, and although professing 
Jesus Christ without 
weighing the 


consequences, he sacrificed the joys 
of 
salvation for 
the momentary 


pleasures of his caxnal cravit'gs. He 
becomes so 
intoxicated 
with 
the 


things of this world that ere he is 
aware of i f , lie becomes conscience- 
hardened, spiritually dead, and thus 
blinded to his soul's great need, jus- 
tifies himself in all that lie does. Sal- 
vation to him becomes a synonym 
for self glory, lie prays and lie 
sings, but to the God of self.

carries with it a lesson thai may be 
applied lo the spiritual life of man. 
In everything about us, it is as if 
God were speaking to us, or reaching 
out his hand lo help us on our way 
back to paradise, from whence man 
was driven,because of sin. In his 
elfort lo help us he has made hi: 
arm bare. 


"At the 
time if a rain drop 


were to fall from the clouds a mile 
high and strike your head it would 
not be noticed, but if a small stone 
should fall the same distance and 
strike you it would kill you. Then 
how can water be more powerful than 
the hard stone? 


"There is one way: 
"Perseverance — cont inually 
and 


unceasingly keeping at it. 
VTc are 


told by geologists that the deep valleys 
and the high mountains that 
mark 


our earth were made by the wearing 
of the waters through thousands and 
thousands of years. By this proces 
the whole face of the earth is grad- 
ually 
changing. Every 
year 
the 


Mississippi river carries down to the 
sea one billion five hundred million 
cubic feet of sediment, and in doing 
so lowers the bed of the river at the 
rate of one inch every five hundred 
years. 


"That is the way things 
worth 


while are accomplished; not by one 
jrand dash, and in a moment of time, 
but 
by continually 
keeping at it, 


the waters wear the stones. 
"By this method, persistence, the 


unknown artist paints his famous 
picture. By it Thomas 
Edison is 


is known 
the world 
over as the 


'Wizard King.' in the electrical world, 
lie talked into a cylinder 
eighteen 


hours a day for seven months before 
he got a. single sound. Nine hundred 
and ninety nine men out of a thou- 
sand would not have done that. I 
think it might be put stronger: not 
another man on earth would have 
done it. Edison persevered 'as the 
waters wear the stones' and he is 
now giving to all the world the best 
that humaiv skill has to otter in music 
of every kind, vocal and instrumental 
beside numberless oilier things that 
are given on his records. 


"Litlle' sins persisted in work the 


opposite effect. A bad temper turned 
loose at tis will, soon works havoc 
to its owner. Like the waters that 
wear the rocks it cuts a gash in the 
soul and wears out the possibilities 
of a lovable nature. 


"Evil thoughts effect Ihe strongest 


parts of men, and lays the track for 
sin to run on. 
Sinful thoughts per- 


sisted to wear and tear the brain, the 
conscience, and the soul till he ceases 
to hear the voice of God so clearly .is 
he once did. 


"The petrifaction of the soul is 


another lesson we may get from the 
text that illustrates the power of sin 
slill farther. 
There are condition-; 


under which water, instead of weav- 
ing the stones, it builds them up. 
This process is known as petrifac- 
tion, which means turning to stone. 
Under certain conditions water de- 
posits an atom of substance, and 
when the original 
substance 
has 


passed away its likeness remains in 
the stone deposited by the action of 
the water. 


"Let us thank Go'd that our heart- 


are not hearts of stone but hearts ol 
flesh, and show our appreciation of 
Him by giving our hearts to Him 
in Hie days of our youth, 'While the 
evil days come not, nor the years draw 
nigh, when thou shall say. I have no 
pleasure in them.' His promise to us 
today is the same as given long years 
ago to the Jews: 
"A new heart will I give you: 
"A new spirit will I put into you. 
And I will lake away the stony heart 


out of your tlesh; 


And I will give you a heart of 


flesh." 


Main Street Christian 


The subject of the evening sermon 


at the Main Street Christian church 
was, "Sow a Life; Reap a Destiny." 
The text was Luke 10:19-31. The 
Rev. C. M. Yocum said in part: 


"Fen-, if 
any 
sane and 
honest 


pcopl'doubt the future life. Very few- 
doubt that the future condition de- 
pends on the character of the present 
life. 
But many are indifferent and 


must be reminded that preparation i.- 
impbrative. 
Let us therefore, note 


two lives, two deaths and two des- 
tines as described in our text. 


Dives was rich in earthly poses- 


sions. He fed sumptuously and was 
clothed elegantly. In these he fouud 


liis only joy. But he was exceed- 
inly poor in heavenly 
possessions. 


He took no delight in"helping others; 
ae entertained no inspiring thoughts 
of God. He reveled in the realm of 
riches and could rejoice in nothing 
else. Not gold, but the deifying of 
;old was his besetting sin. 


"Lazarus was 
poor in 
worldly 


goods. He was a beggar. 'It was not 
this, however, that commended him, 
for rags are no recommendation and 
poverty is no passport to paradise. 
He was rich in heavenly possessions. 
He had laid up treasures above in 
spite of worldly poverty. 


"In the natural course of events 


both men died. One was buried amid 
pomp and splendor; the other had 
no funeral service. Death is no re- 
specter of persons. 


"In Hades Dives opened his eyes 


in torment. lie was conscious, and 
in the spirit world stripped of his 
body and the gold to please it how- 
could he be otherwise than in tor- 
ment? 
Like a child robbed of its 


playthings he cried out -in his tor- 
ment. 
It was 
exceeding 
painful. 


There was also a gulf fixed, a gulf 
of his own making. He had wander- 
ed away from God in life, now he 
cannot return. 


"On Abraham's 
bosom 
Lazarus 


awoke and there 
partook of the 


heavenly banquet. He had cultivat- 
ed God's acquaintance on earth, he 
was to enjoy it eternally. 


"Surely he is wise who lays up 


treasures in heaven: who so uses 
worldly goods that they become not 
a stuinblini: block on the way to per- 
dition but a stepping stone to para- 
dise.''
